thirty-family apartment house at 742 
East 176th Street, a crowded residential 
street in the Bronx. 
They spirited her away, despite her | 
struggles and screams, in 4 waiting | 
taxicab which disappeared as it turned | 
into Southern Boulevard two blocks | 
away. The number of the car was | 
caught by witnesses and reported to | 
police of the Tremont station. A gen- 
eral alarm was flashed to all precincts 
and police of the entire city took up the 
search. 

The principal clue on which detectives | 
had to work was that Rose Gottlieb, 
living somewhere on Brook Avenue, the 
Bronx, had been expected to call upon 
Gladys Stout, who lived tn the building. 
Miss Gottlieb partially answered the 
meagre description detectives had been 
able to glean from the excited neighbor- 
hood, and she had also failed to appear. 
Miss Stout said both girls were cashiers 
in the grocery and market of Charles 
Weisbecker in 125th Street near Highth 
Avenue. So far there has developed no 
certainty of identification. 

The kidnagping was done in a flash 
before passersby or residents in adjoin- | 
ing butidings realized what had hap- 
pened, or could muster any but the 
usual contradictory impressions. The 
composite conclusions that Detectivas | 
O’Connor and Stetter of the Tremont | 
Station were able to form after canvass- | 
ing witnesses with any sort of creden- 
tals was something as follows: 





Fought Off Attacker. | 

The girl was of unusual attractiveness, 
reports agreed, and was stepping briskly | 
into the apartment building when three | 
young men, nattily dressed, were aie! 
to sip up behind her out of the shadows 
of the next building. It was recalled 
by several that a taxicab was waiting 
directly across the street, engine purr- 
ing, and the chauffeur leaning forward 
ready. 

The largest. of the three strangers 
Jumped into the lead and threw himself 
upon the girl from behind, bearing her 
almost to her knees. With a scream 
she began to fight frenziedly, tearing at 
the man’s face and neck. For a mo- 
ment she arose, bearing the man’s full 
weight, while with oaths broke 
ground in self-defense. 

The other two rushed the helpless 
girl, and one threw an arm in a 
stranglehold under her throat and 
clapped his free hand over her mouth. 
Despite the overwhelming odds she still 
struggled, and it was some minutes be- 
fore her assailants had weakened her 
enough to gain any sort of control. 

The fact that sounds of the bitter 
fight were partially muffled by the 
vestibule in which the surging men 
tried to keep the girl was the only ex- 
planation police afterward could ad- 
vance for the fact that so far passers- 
by were not attracted. 

Exhausted, the girl finally wilted in 
the hands of her captors, and was car- 
ried bodily by the three out of the hall- 
way, across the pavement, and across 
the roadway. They were seen to throw 
her inside the taxicab, as the engine 
began to roar in readiness for the get- 
away. But still no one went to her ald.

Governor Smith arose after a sleepless 
night spent on a Pullman car between 
here and Chicago and walked from the 
station to the French Lick Springs 
| Hotel. He was flanked on one side by 
his young son, Alfred E. Smith Jr., 
wearing the uniform of a Captain in the 
New York National Guard, and on the 
| Other side by James Riordan of New 
York, President of the United States 
Trugking Corporation. 

Then the Governor encountered the 
waiting newspaper men. 

“IT am here to rest," he announced. 
| “I won't stop for a picture, and I have 
nothing to say. I went through enough 


of that stuff in Chicago yesterday to 
last a lfetime.’’ 


“Snap me, if you can,’ he added, as 
he quickened his pace almost to a run 
and dashed up the hotel steps. 


Taggart Not en Hand. 

Thomas Taggart, veteran Democratic 
leader of Indiana, was not here to greet 
Governor Smith. Attachés of the hotel 
said they did not know when he would 
return. It is expected, however, that 
Mr. Taggart will meet the Governor be-
